Psychologists will not fail to no- 
tice that the first with the harsh- 
est salt was former Sen, William 
Knowland. The Californian also 
left the.capital in bitterness of 
spirit because he felt, reportedly, 
he was unappreciated by his con- 
stituents. Their votes had indicat- 
ed a lack of future interest in the 
senator. He and Mr. Adams had 
engaged in a number of reaches 
for power and each time Mr. 
Adams had had the longer arm. 
Until, of course, the association 
between Mr. Goldfine and Mr. 
Adams was revealed. 


Mr. Adams had said in his 
memoirs that Mr. Knowland did 
not give Mr. Eisenhower all the 
support to which the President 
was entitled. The salt of the 
Knowland reply was strong: 


“I did strongly recommend to 
the President on behalf of a large 
majority of Republican senators 
that Sherman Adams’ connection 
with the White House be termi- 
nated. His continued tenure in the 
White House was detrimental to 
the Republican party and to the 
President,”’ he said. 


Mr. Adams added nothing by 
saying that Mr. Knowland and 
other GOP conservatives had for- 
saken the President on many is- 
sues. This was the public record. 
Nor was it any secret they didn’t 
really want Mr. Eisenhower in 
1952. Their heart belonged to Bob 
Taft. They accepted Mr. Eisen- 
hower as the nominee only be- 
cause they believed what Mr. 
Adams had proved by his genius 
in the New Hampshire primary— 
namely. that Gen. Eisenhower 
could muster more votes than the 
austere senior senator from Ohio. 


Disillusionment 


Everyone knew it was a “grim 
disillusionment’”’ to Mr. Eisen- 
hower to learn, as he did in the 
first four years, that the Old 
Guard leaders were using him 
and his popularity to entrench 
themselves, not the party. 


The President’s political am- 
bivalence was also a common 
topic of discussion. Mr. Adams 
tells us that Mr. Eisenhower pri- 
vately was annoyed because the 
party did not organize and use 
the “fine young people with stars 
in their eyes’’ who had voted and 
worked for the GOP in 1952. The 
Old Guard, which had never been 
interested in youthful ideals and 
enthusiasm, was still of that mind. 


Yet, the President was obsessed 
with the idea that he should not 
get down into the often sordid 
mechanics and grass roots details 
of politics. This he left to others. 
And the others were the Old 
Guard. It was not until his sec- 
ond term that the President was 
able to make himself felt in lead- 
ership.

Attorney General Kennedy’s call for a 
cooling-off period to abate the confusion 
and danger in Alabama and Mississippi 
is wise. 

The fever must break. Lessons have 
been drawn and prolongation will be in- 
creasingly destructive. 


Chief among the lessons has been rec- 
ognition of the absolute requirement for 
law and order in the South. Alabama and 
Mississippi officials have recognized this. 
They provided police and troop protection 
for the demonstrators Wednesday. The 
federal government’s charge that Bir- 
mingham and Montgomery officials failed 
to do so earlier is a matter for the courts 
now. 

The South was also reminded that seg- 
regation of bus terminal facilities was 
ruled illegal by the federal courts long 
ago when applied to interstate passen- 
gers. 

_ The demonstrators were simply test- 
ing to see if the. South is abiding by the 
court ruling. : 

Georgia abided, So did Montgomery; 
after all the bloody rioting was over, the 
Negro riders used non-segregated facili- 
ties there. In Jackson, Miss., some were 
jailed under state segregation laws for 
using the facilities—but federal law over- 
rides state law and Mississippi political 
leaders know it. They just aren’t telling 
their people so, and this is why the lead- 
ership bears the main blame—not the 
people—in so many Southern tragedies. 

A final lesson is this. The Negroes had 
the absolute legal right to make their 
freedom ride under the circus conditions 
they chose. But they could have made the 
same test by inviting calmness as well as 
by risking turmoil. With these two alter- 
natives present, calmness would have 
been the better course. The presence of 
white women among the demonstrators in 
Alabama added nothing to the test of bus 
station facilities. The demonstrators were 
within their rights. They must judge their 
responsibilities. 7 ; 

Towering above all differences, and 
surmounting all feelings, however, is the 
rock of law and order, which the South 
‘ean never permit the tides of mobs to bury. 
As recede, let us have a 
clear new look at that rock and never lose 
sight of it again.

Who Ran Government 
During Ike’s Illness? 


Sherman Adams, assistant to Pres- 
ident Eisenhower for six years, was forced 
out of the government in 1958 in the wake 
of a scandal which shook the “Great 
Crusade” to its very foundations. For a 
time during those six years, Mr. Adams 
was probably the most powerful man in 
the administration. 

Writing now in Life magazine, Mr. 
Adams says that for two months follow- 
ing Mr. Eisenhower’s heart attack in 
1955 the government was managed by 
an unofficial committee consisting . of 
himself, Vice President Nixon, Secretary 
of State Dulles, Attorney General Brown- 
ell, Treasury Secretary Humphrey and 
Wilton Persons, a presidential aide. Pre- 
sumably some other similar arrangements 
were made during his subsequent ill- 
nesses. 

The problem pointed up by all this 
still has not been resolved. The U.S. 
Constitution is not clear on the question 
of what happens when an incapacitated 
president is temporarily unable to carry 
out his duties. Former President Eisen- 
hower sought to have it corrected but 
without success. The wonder is that we 
have not reaped .more serious conse- 
quences from a defect which Mr. Adams 
says “‘Congress has swept under the rug.” 

In the case of President Eisenhower, 
the Democratic Congress feared it would 
end in an attempt to turn the govern-

Program in Colombia 


Will Test Peace. Corps 


The Peace Corps program is proceed- 
ing from the planning stage to action. First 
such project in Latin America, for in- 
stance, will begin by late summer in Co- 
lombia with assignment of 64 volunteers 
to community development projects. The 
program will be carried out by the Co- 
lombia government and also in collabora- 
tion with the U.S. private volunteer 
agency, CARE. 

Perhaps no country in Latin America 
presents a greater challenge than Colom- 


‘bia, where économic problems dramatize 


some of the worst conditions of the hem- 
isphere. Its economy still largely is agri- 
cultural, although 40 per cent of the peo- 
ple live in urban areas. 

' Corps volunteers will work in the 
rural areas, assisting small farmers to 
help themselves. The 64 will be chosen 
carefully on the basis of education and ex- 
perience on small farms and must have a 
genuine liking and feeling for people. 
They will receive several months training 
here and in Colombia. 

The fact the Peace Corps will work 
with CARE is a good example of how pri- 
vate and government sources can cooper- 
ate in helping Latin development pro» 
grams. CARE has had a mission in Colom- 
bia since 1954 and during the 1961-62 
fiscal year will help feed more than a mil- 
lion Colombians, 70 per cent school chil- 
dren.

Constant Heat Required 
To Smash Clip Joints 


The McIntosh County Grand Jury took 
proper action in appointing an interim 
citizens committee to investigate ‘“‘pos- 
sible” gambling and clip joint operations 
in the county. 

The usual pattern in counties where 
gambling exists is for joints to turn re- 
spectable while a grand jury is in ses- 
sion, then resume their rackets after court 
is over. 

But interim committees charged with 
the responsibility of reporting back to the 
next grand jury can keep the heat on if 
they so desire.

The Rey. Alvin C. Currier, of 
Mountain Lake, Minn., told the 
173rd General Assembly of the 
United Presbyterian Church it 
was the “solemn duty of Ameri- 
cans to speak out against the 
distortions and threatening in- 
uendoes” in the film. 

URGES CRITICAL. SIDE 

“Operation Abolition’’ was pro- 
duced by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities after 
its public hearings in San Fran- 
cisco resulted in a student riot 
there May 13, 1960. The film de- 
picted the eruption. 


The assembly encouraged its 
churches to “‘examine both sides 
of the ‘issue and not to show the 
film without acknowledging the 
criticism and allowing time for 
its presentation.”’ 


The statement aws in a reso- 
lution against “the Fascist threat 
to American’ freedom.” The reso- 
lution adopted unanimously, called 
on the federal government and 
the American people to oppose 
the Fascist movement. 

CITES RED THREAT 

The General Assémbly also 
called. upon Americans to inform 
themselves to the ‘‘very real dan- 
gers inherent in the international 
Communist conspiracy.” 


The assembly considered a re- 
port on social education and ac- 
tion before adjourning its annual 
eight-day meeting. Social prob- 
lems included in the report were 
medical aid to the aging, alcohol 
and labor relations.

FRANKFURT. Germany (2 — 
Wolfgang Muth, 3, was dug out 
alive Thursday from a narrow 
shaft in which he had been 
trapped for almost nine hours. 


Some 300 rescuers—police, fire- 
fighters, Red Cross workers and 
members of the U. S. Army in 
Germany — had worked without 
letup since the boy fell into the 
15-foot deep, shaft at dusk Wed- 
nesday. 

DISAPPEARED 

He was playing with other chil- 
dren, slipped and disappeftred in 
the foot-wide trap. He was wedged 
12 feet below the surface. 


Shortly before rescuers reached 
the trapped boy through a tunnel 
dug from an adjacent hole he 
shouted to his weeping mother 
waiting at the shaft's mouth:

Toys Made 
By Patients 


Germ Free 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


What about buying articles 
that. are made by patients in a 
TB hospital? Is it advisable to 
let children play with them? 


Will sunning these articles 
destroy germs? Can patients or 
visitors carry the germs on 
their clothing?—Mrs. R. L..O. 


The TB germ, like other germs 
to varying degrees, can live only 
in some suitable environment— 
people live only on land, fish live 
only in water, angleworms live 
only in the earth and soon expire 
either in open air or in water. A 
TB germ can live in its favorite 
environment, the lung, or occa- 
sionally in some other kind of 
tissue. But it can survive only 
briefly in an unsuitable environ- 
ment. 


It’s too bad for us, but the TB 
germ can survive lung enough so 
that it can be coughed, sneezed 
or breathed from a tuberculous 
lung. If breathed in by another 
person it may arrive in time to 
survive and multiply. And that’s 
the way TB is transmitted from 
person to person. 


But can the germ live on a toy 
or basket or something? Not for 
long. Or in the open air? Not for 
long. In TB hospitals we do what 
are called “air impingement 
tests," sampling the air to see if 
there are active germs. These 
tests are consistently negative. 


Besides, when a TB patient is 
well enough to do _ handicraft 
projects, nine times in 10 a test 
of his sputum is negative. That is, 
no germs. 


So as for toys or other things 
made by such patients, a little 
lapse of time will result in the 
disappearance of active germs. 


But for complete peace of mind 
for whoever receives such a gift, 
cleaning or washing, plus a 
couple of hours in the open air 
and sunlight are adequate and 


generous. assurance that no active 


TB germ will remain. 


What causes a child 20 
months old to get Gar sick and 
vomit? It happened mostly in 
the winter months.—Mrs, C. C. 


That last sentence would lead 
me to suspect very strongly that 
carbon monoxide might be leaking 
into the car from the exhaust— 
perhaps not enough to be noticed 
by adults but enough to affect 
the child. In warmer weather 
when the windows are open, the 
monoxide just blows away. I'd 
have that car checked very care 
fully.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The chairman of the Georgia Public Serv- 
ice Commission told a U.S. Senate committee Wednesday that 13

Crawford L. Pilcher of Warren- 
ton appeared before the Senate 
Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce to plead for con- 
gressional action to halt the 
steady rise of natural gas rates. 


Pilcher said there have been 
three increases in Georgia in the

-NEWNAN — Charles L. Cottle, 
27, said Wednesday that he had 
made a profit on investment of 
$132,184.24 which, he embezzled 
from the Manufacturers National 
Bank of Newnan, according to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


Cottle, the bank’s former assist- 
ant cashier, was arrested Wednes- 
day and formally charged with 
the embezzlement. He was later 
released under $10,000 bond. 


INVESTED FUNDS 

Cottle freely admitted the em- 
bezzlement to officers and said he 
had planned to replace the money. 
He pointed out that he did not 
squander the money, however, 
but invested it in real estate and 
stock. 


Cottle estimated his investments 
now are worth more than $140,000. 
However, all the property and 
stock have been turned over-to the 
bank’s bonding company to make 
restitution for the shortage in the 
accounts. 


The FBI said Cottle toook the 
money over a period of between 
18 months and two years. Agents 
said he made false ledger entries 


_}to cover up the shortage. 


REPORTED TO FBI 


The shortage was first discov- 
ered by a private auditor and 
later reported to the FBI. 


Cottle resigned his position at 
the bank. But he said Wednes- 
day that he wanted to. make full 
restitution for the shortage and 
begin life anew in his hometown 
of Newnan. 


If convicted, Cottle could re- 
ceive a maximum sentence of five 


years in prison and a $5,000 fine.

N.Y. Probe

NEW YORK (AP)—The spread- 
ing college basketball scandal 
involved 12 more players from 
nine additional colleges Wednes- 
day; raising the total in the New 
York investigation alone to 25 
players and 16 schools. 


The probe is continuing, said 
Dist. Atty. Frank S. Hogan as he 
made the new disclosures. In 
addition to the New York action, 
North Carolina authorities have 
charged three North Carolina 
State basketball players with 
accepting bribes to shave points. 

Present revelations may only 
have scratched the surface, of- 
ficials indicated. The current in- 
quiry threatens to dwarf the 1951 
mess which implicated 33 players 
from seven colleges. 


Three players—one from New 
York University and two from St. 
John’s University in New York— 
were named as bribe takers by 
Hogan. Two—one from the State 
University of Iowa and one from 
Dayton University—were named 
as intermediaries. And seven 
from six colleges—St. Bonaven- 
ture, Colorado, St. John’s, Seattle, 
Niagara and Bradley—were said 
by Hogan to have received and 
rejected but failed to report bribe 
offers. 


Hogan emphasized there is no 
criminal penalty for failure to 
report a bribe offer.

Today’s hand well illustrates a 
point which we stress with alacri- 
ty, namely, that aces and kings 
do not always play.the leading 
roles in the slam drama. The 
singleton, which is the keynote 
of just as many slams, is perhaps 
as often entitled to top billing. 
For example, if North’s spades 
and clubs were interchanged 
there would be no slam. 


We lend no approval to North’s 


‘}bid of four hearts because there 


is no occasion to crowd the bid- 
ding with hands of this type. The 
splendid trump support, the sin- 
gleton of the adverse suit, and the 
good side suit are all factors 
which should make North bullish 
about the hand, and he should 
allow himself plenty of bidding 
space to describe these various 
features. 


In any event, the recommended 
bid is a one round force of two 
diamonds. South will then show 
his second suit, and North may 
then follow with a jump in hearts, 
fixing that suit as trump. South 
should make an effort toward 
slam by bidding five diamonds. 
This should be interpreted as a 
cue bid rather than an attempt to 
play the minor suit, since North 
has raised hearts so violently. At 
this point North holds the key to 
the success of the slam in the 
form of the singleton and should 
bid six hearts. 


On the actual bidding when 
North leaped to four’ hearts South 
was willing to take his chances 
on a slam if North could protect 
against the loss of two spades. 
What was the logical way to find 
out? It was pointless to show one 
of the aces, because it was per- 
fectly evident that North would 
be able to do no more than return 
to five hearts. Since there was 
not time to show both aces South 
concluded ‘he would imply that he 
had them both, in this sequence, 
by bidding five hearts. This in 
plain language was intended to 

y: “Partner, everything is under 
control but the spade suit, which 
the enemy has bid. If you can 
take care of it, please bid a 
slam."’ North decoded the mes- 
sage properly and contracted for 
six hearts. To summarize: A bid 
beyond game to five in a major, 
when nothing has previously been 
said about a suit the opponents 
have bid, should be taken as a 
request to partner to bid a slam 
if he has only one loser in the 
adverse suit.

The grapefruit sections were 
removed from the shell and 
mixed with cherry juice and 
served cold. Hash brown pota- 
toes might have presented a 
problem—but Mrs. Hopkins had 
selected frozen packages of the 
potatoes. ‘‘We planned the menu 
so that the bacon would be 
cooked in the oven,”’ explained 
Mrs. Hopkins, “leaving everyone 
plenty of room te work in—with 
the top of the range for scram- 
bling eggs and heating hash 
browns.” The rolls were a pack- 
aged variety and proved to be 
very successful. 


By the time that the girls had 
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planned a dinner menu, they had 
become quite efficient in the 
kitchen. It took exactly two 
hours to get the meal under way, 
set the table, take a breather 
and enjoy the results.
